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Arsonists strike at 




ARSONISTS have 
ruined a playground 
at Haverhill and 
police fear someone 
could be seriously 
hurt unless they are 
stopped. 

A large piece of play 
equipment, shaped like 
a big red ship, on 
Haverhill Recreation 
Ground, was torched by 
vandals using a type of 
accelerant at around 
7.20pm on Monday and 
destroyed. 

Police had to ask the 
council to remove the equip¬ 
ment because it was beyond 
repair and could be dang¬ 
erous. 

Pc Sonia Plume and Police 
Community Support Officer 
Les Scott surveyed the dam¬ 
age the next day and urged 
anyone who had any inform¬ 
ation or who had seen anyone 
acting suspiciously in the 
area to come forward and help 
catch the culprits. 

The damage comes only two 
weeks after vandals went on a 
wrecking spree across the 
nearby Clements estate, 
setting four wheelie bins 
alight, including one which 
was outside the back door of a 
house from which a family of 
five only narrowly escaped 
being trapped inside. More 
than 70 cars were also 
scratched on the same night. 

PCSO Scott said: “If we 
don’t catch these people

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“The damage to the play¬ 
ground equipment is horr¬ 
endous. There is no way it 
could be repaired and it is not 
going to be cheap to replace. 

“It is a place where you get 
a lot of young mothers taking 
their children, which is really 
nice to see. It is a real shame 
to see it destroyed and we 
would urge people to help us 
catch those responsible.” 

A spokesman for St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Council 
confirmed that a Mayflower 
rocking boat in an enclosed 
area at the Haverhill Rec¬ 
reation Ground with play 
equipment for younger 
children had been irreparably 
damaged by fire. The item had 
been removed and the area 
was open as usual. 

Cllr Lynsey Alexander, 
cabinet member for culture 
and sport, said: “It is bitterly 
disappointing when the 
enjoyment and pleasure of 
young children is dashed by 
the thoughtlessness of others. 

“The Mayflower was only 
installed last April and has 
been a popular piece of 
equipment. We are looking 
into ways of replacing it, but I 
trust that those responsible 
for the criminal damage are 
aware of the consequences.” 

Police say a group of 
youths, one on a mini moped, 
had been seen in the area at 
the time.

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Prison for man who drove car at Pc 


A MAN who drove his car 
at a police woman who 
was trying to arrest him 
has been jailed for seven 
months. 

Jason Robson, 37, ad¬ 
mitted assaulting Pc 
Elaine England with 
intent to resist arrest as 
well as being in breach of 
a suspended prison 
sentence, when he 
appeared at Ipswich 
Crown Court. 


The court heard police 
were called to a domestic 
incident involving Rob¬ 
son and his partner at 
Larks Hill, Haverhill, and 
when Pc England arrived 
she found him in the back 
garden. 

When the officer told 
Robson she was arresting 
him on suspicion of 
burglary, he told her “You 
ain’t arresting me lady”. 

Robson pushed Pc Eng¬ 


land away and she fell 
over backwards, dropping 
the handcuffs she was 
holding. 

Robert Sadd, prosec¬ 
uting, said Robson ran off 
and got into his car, while 
the officer gave chase. 

When Pc England app¬ 
roached the car Robson 
again pushed her away 
and tried to shut the door 
so that her body was 
“sandwiched” in it. He 


started the car, turned it 
round and started driving 
towards the officer, who 
sought refuge in a garden. 

Judge John Deveaux 
implemented three 
months of the suspended 
sentence Robson was in 
breach of and imposed a 
four month sentence to 
run consecutively for the 
assault, less 52 days he 
had already spent in 
custody 


Nicola May for Robson, 
said her client had been 
feeling unwell at the time 
of the incident and had 
argued with his partner. 

He was still in a 
relationship with her and 
she had attended court 
with him. 

Miss May said Pc Eng¬ 
land had subsequently 
been able to arrest Rob¬ 
son and he had apologised 
to her for his actions.

Council sticks to its 
two-tier schools plan 


Parents to fight ‘out of touch’ scheme 


PROTESTERS at Clare have 
vowed to continue fighting to get 
their middle school converted 
into a new upper school and say 
county education chiefs are out 
of touch with current 
Government thinking. 

CLRE was formed by parents, 
teachers and others who 
support Option 3, which would 
mean developing the Clare 
Middle School site into a third 
upper school for the area, rather 
than sending pupils to Haverhill. 
Jim Meikle, chairman of the 
group, said the decision was not 
surprising but they would fight to 
overturn it. 

He said: “We are not going to 
change our view. We hope that 
cabinet members will be brave 
enough to choose Option 3, 
which would satisfy the rural 
community, enable Haverhill 
schools to have what they have 


been striving for for years and 
protect Sudbury schools from 
total chaos if Option 1 is chosen. 
“At the moment three quarters of 
the pupils from Clare go to 
Sudbury schools and Haverhill 
schools would not be able to 
cope with the demand. It they 
adjusted the catchment areas 
there would be enough pupils for 
three reasonable sized schools 
which could cope with planned 
expansion in Haverhill and 
Sudbury and meet Government 
standards. County officers are 
completely out of date and out 
of step with Government 
thinking, which moved away 
from large federated schools 
some time ago.” 

But West Suffolk MP Richard 
Spring supported the county 
council’s preferred option. He 
said: “I am absolutely delighted 
that the county council has 


decided to turn down the 
creation of a new upper school 
in Clare as this would have 
potentially undermined the pupil 
flow to the two upper schools in 
Haverhill. 

“Both schools have an improving 
and good academic record, 
inspired by two outstanding 
head teachers. This has been a 
difficult time for everybody 
concerned in education in the 
area, but the two upper schools 
offer an increasingly attractive 
education for young people. 

“I have had many meetings and 
conversations with the school 
heads and governors, and with 
the county council itself, and I 
am very pleased that they have 
come to this decision. It 
underlines the county council’s 
faith in the future of education in 
Haverhill, and of Haverhill itself, 
sentiments which I fully support.”

CLOSING Clare Middle School and 
developing the two existing upper 
schools in Haverhill is Suffolk County 
Council’s preferred option as part of 
its plans to shake-up the county’s 
school system. 

The decision follows a 12-week consultation 
period and strong opposition from local 
parents. 

An impassioned campaign by parents and 
supporters at Clare failed to persuade 
councillors that the town’s middle school 
should become a third upper school for the 
district. 

Education chiefs revealed on Monday that 
they will be sticking to their preferred option, 
which will to go before the cabinet on Tuesday 

Option one involves the expansion of the two 
existing upper schools to cater for the full 
secondary age range, encouraging federations 
between Castle Manor Business and Enterprise 
College and Burton End Community Primary 
School, and between Samuel Ward Arts and 
Technology College and Westfield Primary 
School. 

It is believed the creation of these formal 
partnerships will help minimise the disruption 
young people experience when they change 
school at the age of 11, by creating even closer 
links between the schools. 

All village primary schools will be retained 
and expanded to accommodate two extra year 
groups, for children aged 10 and 11, with some 
relocated on to bigger or more central sites. 

Burton End Primary would move to the 
existing Parkway Middle School site, Westfield 
Primary would move to the Chalkstone Middle 
site, and Haverhill’s third middle school - 
Castle Hill - would close completely. Further 
investigation will take place into developing 
post-16 provision, possibly with a new sixth- 
form centre for Haverhill in partnership with 
the Learning and Skills Council. 

Cllr Patricia O’Brien, portfolio holder for 
children, schools and young people’s services, 
said: “It was felt it would be impossible to 


sustain what would be four effectively smaller 
secondary schools, because what happens at 
Clare also affects Sudbury Upper School. 

“The committee is very supportive of keeping 
schools in rural communities and will be 
looking to expand Clare Primary School, which 
could be moved to the middle school site and 
have community facilities such as adult 
education.” 

Rosalind Turner, director for children and 
young people’s services, said: “Schools in 
Suffolk perform well but could perform even 
better. This review will remove some of the 
barriers affecting young people’s performance 
and result in a system which is sustainable, 
affordable and which can deliver a broader 
curriculum.” 

If the preferred option is accepted by the 
cabinet and then the full council, primary 
schools will start to retain pupils who would 
have gone to middle schools in 2010 and middle 


schools will close in 2011. 

Cllr O’Brian said the changes would be 
brought in slowly in phases over a two-year 
period to minimise disruption to pupils during 
the change-over period. When middle schools 
close, children will stay at primary schools until 
they are 11 then move to upper school. 

Howard Lay head of Samuel Ward in Haver¬ 
hill, said: “I think they have gone for the right 
option for educational reasons. 

“This will enable us to widen the curriculum 
by developing schools that have proved 
themselves to be very successful. 

“We will be able to offer a much more exciting 
curriculum and we can keep the smaller feel by 
operating schools-within-schools and using 
smaller group structures.” 

Options have been announced for Haverhill 
and Lowestoft schools because they are the first 
two areas to be reorganised. Other parts of the 
county will be considered in future.

Liam in big push to help charity 


HELPING to push fellow travellers 
in wheelchairs up steep slopes in 
the Andes last year inspired 
teenager Liam Plumridge to a take 
on an even bigger challenge - 
pushing a wheelchair up Ben Nevis. 
Liam, 17, who suffers from 
dyspraxia, which affects his 
balance and co-ordination, was 
part of a group of 10 people with 
various disabilities who were taken 
on the trip of a lifetime to Ecuador 
for the BBC 2 programme Beyond 
Boundaries. 

Two of Liam’s fellow travellers were 
in wheelchairs, along with sufferers 
of cerebral palsy and amputees. 
They spent almost a month in 
Ecuador after being flown into the 
jungle in a Hercules army plane, 
travelling by boat down the Amazon 
and getting a hair-raising lift in the 
back of a cattle truck. 

Now Liam, a pupil at Castle Manor 
Business and Enterprise College in 
Haverhill, and most of those who 
went on the Ecuador trip are 
planning to push the wheelchair up 
Ben Nevis in May, to raise money 
for the charity Scope. 

They hope to get sponsorship from 
individuals, as well as companies 
who can get publicity on the team’s 
t-shirts. 

Liam, of Beaufort Court, Haverhill, 
hopes the event will increase 
awareness of dyspraxia, which 
makes simple tasks like tying up 
shoelaces difficult. In Ecuador he 
discovered just how hard it is to 
push a wheelchair at 5,000 feet. 
Liam said: “I think it is going to be a 
long, steep and cold trek. I am 
already in training for it and we 
want to raise as much sponsor 
money from it as we can. 

“I want to do as much as I can to 
raise awareness about my 
particular disability. We hope 
people will be generous to help the 
charity.”

A SCIENTIST has set up 
a website to help secure 
improvements on the 
A1307 “road of death”. 

Giuseppe Elia, 27, works for 
leading biotech company 
Genzyme and has set up the 
new website for A1307 users to 
discuss issues and petition for 
change. 

He acted after recent acci¬ 
dents on the road, which claim¬ 
ed six lives last year. 

Already this year a 29-year- 
old woman from Haverhill was 
lucky to escape with her life 
when her car collided with a 
lorry and was pushed into a 
tree on the road. 

Mr Elia has lived in Hav¬ 
erhill for just over a year and 
previously commuted daily 
into the town from Peter¬ 
borough via the A1307. 

He said: “Being a resident of 
Haverhill and a frequent 
traveller on the A1307, it’s hard 
to avoid those monstrous 
issues and devastating occurr¬ 
ences that frequent the A1307 - 
travelling along the road can be 
a constant reminder of how 
frail life can be. 

“Since I have lived in Hav¬ 
erhill, I find it shocking how

little has been done to improve 
the road. I could think of 
several ways in which the road 
could be improved, yet nothing 
has been done. 

“Hence I created www.A1307. 
com 

“I thought maybe I could 
help make a difference by 
focusing the thoughts, views 


and opinions of the residents 
in the Haverhill area into one 
place in which they can 
demonstrate what they want to 
happen - how to make things 
better, safer, and petition for 
changes.” 

In addition to the six fatal¬ 
ities on the A1307 last year, 
there have been 26 accidents in 
the last two years. In August 
2007, motorcyclist Nicholas 
Williams died after a collision 
with a van close to the Hilder- 
sham crossroads. 

Elizabeth Clifton-Brown, 80, 
died in December 2006, follow¬ 
ing a crash near Bartlow cross¬ 
roads. Haverhill father-of-two 
Anthony Bacon was the victim 
of a smash on the A1307 in 
September 2006. 

In August 2006, schoolgirl 
Stevie-Jay Sims, 17, died after a 
crash on the road and Imogen 
Barker, 15, from Shudy Camps, 
died last March when she was 
hit by a car crossing the road 
after getting off a bus at 
Horseheath Green junction. 

On December 1 last year 
Peter Rodgers 34, of Ched- 
burgh Place, Haverhill, was 
killed when his Ford Transit 
van overturned.

‘Inflation-busting’ tax 
target over two years 


A COUNCIL has ann¬ 
ounced plans for a Coun¬ 
cil Tax rise of 3.4 per cent 
- half a per cent below 
the cost of living and 
benefits level increases. 

St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council has approv¬ 
ed the rise, which equals 
less than lip a week for a 
band D household. 

The council also set a 
target of keeping rises 
over the next two years to 
at least half a percent 
below the level of in¬ 
flation. 

The rise for 2008/09 
amounts to £5.67 a year 
for a band D payer, or 
£4.41 (8.5p a week) for the 
borough’s largest single 
group of tax payers, who 
live in band B homes. 

Cllr John Griffiths, 
Leader of the Council 
said: “We have not only 


kept our promise to 
Council Tax payers to 
keep rises to a minimum, 
but are taking a longer 
term view and aiming to 
hold future rises down to 
at least half a percent 
below RPI for the next 
two years. 

“St Edmundsbury is 
ambitious for its resi¬ 
dents and, by budgeting 
carefully and finding new 
ways to reduce costs, I 
believe this offers some 
certainty and a very fair 
deal to our tax payers. It 
also keeps rises below the 
measure the Government 
uses to calculate many 
benefits, including the 
state pension.”

A PRISON teacher who 
sold vodka and mobile 
phones to inmates in a 
Suffolk jail has been 
locked up. 

Sending Roy Garner, 56, to 
prison for nine months, Judge 
David Goodin told him: “It is 
extremely serious. You must lose 
your liberty” 

Garner, of Boyton Close, 
Haverhill, was caught after a 
routine search of cells at 
Edmunds Hill Prison at 
Stradishall revealed written 
details of a Lloyds TSB bank 
account, including the number 
and sort code. 

Police were alerted and traced 
the account to Garner, a teacher 
at the Category C jail. 


A month later, police went to 
his home and, after carrying out 
a search which uncovered a 
bank card for the same account, 
arrested him. 

Jan Brewer, prosecuting, told 
Ipswich Crown Court that bet¬ 
ween the account being opened 
in May 2006 and Garner’s arrest 
last July 25,19 deposits had been 
made totalling £2,948. 

When interviewed, Garner 
had been candid about his 
offending, said Miss Brewer. He 
told officers he knew he should 
have reported to the prison auth¬ 
orities any approaches from 
inmates to bring in banned 
items, but had not done so. 

Garner admitted smuggling 12 
mobile phones - which are 
banned under prison rules - in 


return for payments of between 
£90 and £300. 

He had also brought in vodka 
in water bottles. 

Mitigating, Joanne Eley said 
Garner was a man of previous 
good character who, when 
questioned, told police more 
than they had known at that 
stage about his activities. 

The offending may have been 
prompted in part by a downturn 
in Garner’s finances, said Miss 
Eley 

He was had been made red¬ 
undant from a senior post with a 
company and had taken the job 
at Edmunds Hill on a lower 
salary in 2005. 

Garner had admitted being 
involved in the supply of

A CHURCH playgroup 
is celebrating being 
rated as “good in all 
areas” by an Ofsted 
Inspector. 

The Haverhill 
Methodist Church 
Playgroup operates on 
five mornings a week 
at the hall behind the 
church in Camps 
Road, Haverhill. The 
pre-school group 
caters for a maximum 
of 24 children a day 
and currently has 26 
children on its books. 
Ofsted inspector 
Sarah Johnson, who 
visited the group last 
November, said: 
“Children are cared for 
by well qualified and 
suitable staff, who 
have a clear 
understanding of their 
roles and 
responsibility in 


meeting children’s 
individual needs. 
Children enjoy the 
time they spend at the 
pre-school. They are 
happy, confident and 
interested as they 
engage in a wide 
range of stimulating 
and challenging 
activities.” 

One improvement she 
did suggest was to the 
Book Comer, which 
should be made more 
accessible and 
comfortable. 

Dot Parker, the 
group’s play leader 
who was nominated 
for the Suffolk Play 
Leader of the Year in 
2007, said: “We were 
very pleased. The 
good teamwork is 
clearly reflected in the 
report. There was very 
little to sort out.” 


Kedington 

THE monthly meeting of 
the parish council was held 
at the library. Chairman 
Councillor Terry Wheeler 
welcomed those present, 
including borough 
councillor Marion 
Rushbrook and Shaun 
Jarvis, of the Wildlife 
Group. A police constable 
from the Safer 
Neighbourhood Team also 
attended and reported that 
the team was keeping a 
close watch on the village 
and that anti-social 
behaviour had declined 
since one of the prime 
suspects had reportedly 
left the village. 

Mr Jarvis thanked all those 
who had helped plant the 
trees on the Risbridge 
Meadow. In all around 
1,000 trees were planted. 
Cllr Rushbrook gave gave 
an update on the 
controversial closure of the 
doctor’s surgery at the end 
of March, and thanked all 
who had distributed 
petitions around the village 
relating to the closure. As 
the borough councillor, she 
said she was also pleased 
that St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council had been 
voted the best in the 
country by the Audit 
Commission inspectors. 
After complaints of dog 
fouling, the dog warden had 
been in touch and would 
like to hear of problem 
areas in the village. 
Chairman of the finance 


committee, Cllr John Cahill, 
reported a satisfactory 
financial position and that 
the precept had been 
received from the borough 
council. 

The council agreed the 
grass-cutting programme 
for the coming year. 

A grant of £150 was 
approved for the Early Birds 
playgroup, with a promise 
to look at the request again 
next year. 

A request for the fish and 
chip van that operates from 
Silver Street to be 
transferred to the 
community centre car park 
was unanimously rejected 
on the grounds that it could 
cause problems with 
parking, in particular when 
events were taking place at 
the centre. 

There were no objections to 
the removal of a sycamore 
tree and other plants along 
the border with Arms Lane, 
to improve the appearance. 
It was also suggested the 
car park should be 
extended when finances 
permitted. 

There was a discussion on 
whether the village should 
enter the Calor Village of 
the Year competition 2008. 
Kedington has won this 
award in the past and a 
certificate is displayed at 
the centre. However, no 
councillor volunteered to 
take on the organisation, 
which would be quite time- 
consuming. The judging 
takes place on May 2, and 
it was agreed to invite 


volunteers who may be 
interested to put their 
names forward. 

It was agreed to discuss the 
council office at the March 
meeting, when hopefully 
the future of the surgery 
should be clearer. 

A planning application in 
respect of 7 Barton Grove 
has been deemed 
acceptable. 


As a follow-up to the 
council meeting, another 
letter from the chairman has 
been distributed throughout 
the village, mainly focusing 
on the proposed closure of 
the doctor’s surgery in 
Kedington. The letter, by 
Cllr Wheeler, reflected the 
large attendance at the 
special meeting on 
February 8, which fully 


indicated the depth of 
feeling against the closure. 
The letter also highlighted 
the failure of the Primary 
Care Trust to attend the 
meeting on the grounds of 
it receiving “too short 
notice”, although it was 
given the same notice as 
Richard Spring MP, and Drs 
Cornish and Stephenson, of 
the Christmas Makings 


Surgery, who all attended. 
The parish council will also 
be consulting Martin Royal, 
head of finance at the PCT. 
Parishioners are urged to 
voice their concerns to 
Richard Spring MP, House 
of Commons, London 
SW1A 0AA and Melanie 
Craig, Head of 
Performance, Suffolk NHS 
Primary Care Trust,
